Yearly all were sickened by the pois- 
onous gasses they had inhaled. It was 
Btated that the ventilating fan was not 
started until four hours after the cx- 
plosion and that in the meantime the 
gas probably had penetrated every part 
pf the workings. Little hope was ex- 
Peter by the leaders of the rescue 
arties that any of the men still in the 
mine have survived. 

Wm. McDermott, general superin- 
tendent of the mine, has not been found. 
He is among the men still entombed. 


, Tunnels Blocked. 


' The work of penetrating into the 
rulned workings was progressing in 
the face of enormous difficulties, The 
tunnels leading into No, 2 from the 
neighboring mines were blocked and all 
work had to be dene through the main 
entrance, i 


Stag No, 2 in not a shaft mine, but 


jis entered through a tunnel driven into 
the face of the mountain. Most of the 
men thus far rescued and nearly all tne 
bedies have been found in this tunnel, 
comparatively near the entrance, The 
men still missing are at least 3000 feet 
from the entrance, Rescuers equipped 
with oxygen helmets and relieving each 
other ut short spells are forcing thoir 
wuy, foot by foot, often being com- 
polled to halt for hours while fallen 
rock and coal is removed. No predic- 
tion is made as to how long it will take 
to penetrate the innermost recesses of 
the mine. Harrowing scenes were wit- 
nessed at the rescue camps and around 
the mouth of the tunnel. The injured 
men were made as comfortable as pos- 
sible and those least seriously hurt 
were removed to their homes, Long 
lines of coffins awaited the dead but 
for the present time no effart was made 
tu bring out bodies, all efforts being 
concentrated on the effort to reach sur- 
vivors in the smoking pit. 
Hundreds of Sleepless Women. 

Hundreds of women and children, 
sleepless since yesterday, gathered 
about the mine entrance waiting, most 
of them in silence, the discovery of 
their -husbands, sons or. sweethearts 
dead or alive. Industry in the town 
and the surrounding coal camps is 
practically at a standstill. 

Two Rescuers Lost. 

Dawson, N.M., Oct. 24—Two of the 
helmeted rescue gang in -Stag Canon 
mine number two were lost in the 
workings early tdday, and are believ- 
ed to be dead. Two others, who ac- 
companied them, ‘were brought out 
barely alive. /Volunteers at once be-

Diaz May Be Arrested 

Vera Cruz, Oct. 24.—General — Felix 
Diaz, who arrived here yesterday on 
the steamer Corcovado and who went 
soon after landing to the home of his 
mother-in-law, has remained — there 
ever since. He has so far escaped ar- 
rest, but his friends believe that if he 
appears in the streets of Vera Cruz 
he will be taken into custody by Pres!- 
dent Huerta’s forces. Detectives and 
police are watching the house, and all 
plans formulated by General Diaz re- 
garding a visit to the capilal appear to 
have been abandoned, 

It iS considered probable that Gen- 
eral Diaz will take refuge tonight in 
one of the consulates. He conferred 
for several hours today with several of 
his intimate friends, while others re- 
mained outside the house, eyeing the 
Huerta guards and talking resistance 
if the police or the military attempted 
to serve an order of arrest. 

Will Not Flee. 

Diaz insists that he will not flee the 
country, and is still reluctant te be- 
lieve that the Huerta-Blanquet ticket 
has official sanction, although he ad- 
mits that the wide distribution of the 
announcement of what is commonly 
regarded as the official candidacy, ren- 
ders other tickets impossible. 

This was the anniversary of the re- 
capture of Vera Cruz by the federals 
after the Diaz revolt, when General 
Diaz and his entire staff Svere made 
prisoners, 

Situation Ominous. 

Washington, D.C., Oct. 24.—Develop- 
ments of a few hours today in the re- 
lations between the United States and 
Mexico emphasized a gravity of af- 
fairs more ominous than at any time 
since President, Wilson's administra- 
tion began; Absolute silence was the 
order in official quarters. 

The release of the Ward liner Morro 
Castle after peremptory demands by 
the United States terminated a dell- 
cate situation. Orders were in. pre- 
paration to the commanders of the 
American warships lying. off Vera 
Cruz to insist on her release. 

No European Interference 

A statement was in preparation to- 
day by Secretary Bryan and Counsel 
John Bassett Moore, which Secretary 
Bryan brought to the White Houss 
for the president's approval, No in- 
timation as to its contents was reveal- 
ed but there is every reason to believe 
that before many hours had passed a 
notice. by the United States that it 
will not brook European interference 
in Mexico by the warships dispatched 
to Mexican waters by the various for- 
elgn-goyernments, would be proclaim- 
ed. 

It is understood also that the United 
States by the same statement will re- 
iterate the American policy that only 
governments founded on constitutional 
law and order will be recognized on 
the western hemisphere, 

The situation has assumed such an 
aspect that it was considered possl- 
ble that President Wilson might can- 
cel at the last moment his trip to Mo- 
bile, Alabama. He had planned © to 
leave early tomorrow and be gone un- 
til’ Tuesday night. There was doubt 
in the president’s mind today whe- 
ther he could leave Washington at the 
present time, Chairman Bacon, of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, conferred at the State. 
tee, conferred at the state department 
and the White House. He declared 
while the use will likely have the ap- 
proval of foreign governments in its 
policy toward Mexico, and would al- 
ways listen to suggestions, neverthe- 
less this government would never yield 
its views because it had broader and 
more important considerations at band 
in dealing with the Mexican problem. 

The gravity of the situation, it was 
apparent, would be increased by Felix 
Diaz taking refuge in the American 
consulate at Vera Cruz.

A. Partridge, of 
Sintaluta, an cloguent advocate of the 
sample market has sald that British 
millers would be represented on such a 
market in Winnipeg and that there 
would be effective competition in the 
purchase of wheat. In reply to this, 1 
would say that when I was in Great 
Britain last summer investigating this 
question, I asked the Vernon people 
the Bankes, leading millers of Mngland, 
and other large millers whether their 
representatives would come to Winni- 
peg to select types within the grade, | 
wns never taken seriously in this mat- 
ter. The British millers always beliey- 
ed that 7 was jesting. ‘Your Canadian 
wheat is itself a type’ they said, I may 
also say that I would not expect to see 
a single Canadian miller on a Winnipeg 
Inarket Competing for wheat. The @ 
dealers are all able to select thelr 
grain through their country elevators.

Blue eyes, too, in their varying 
shades are quite common, while brown 
eyes and other darker shades are rare.

There are many shades of 
brown, but most eyes which appear at 
first glance to be brown have a bluish 
tint, while other eyes which appear to 
he brown at night prove to be of a 
much lighter shade in the day. Eyes 
that are of a nondescript color through 
the day appear to take on a definite

Grey Eyes Are Best. 

Although the most common, grey

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Mgypt his officers ‘Yes, ds that many 
of the men were suffering from dis- 
eases of the eye, contracted as the 
result of the reflection of the sun's 
rays on the sands, It was noticed 
particularly that while most every 
man in one regiment was suffering 
from eye diseases, another regiment 
had only one or two men go affected. 
This peculiar circumstance resulted in 
an investigation being made and it 
was learned that nearly every man in 
the regiment which had been stricken 
had brown or blue eyes, while those 
who were not affected possessed grey 
eyes, 

That the young man or the young 
woman who finds it necessary to wear 
glasses to assist the sight have in 
the majority of cases brown, blue or 
indefinite colored eyes, is the state- 
ment made by several oculists. While 
there are no statistics to be obtained 
in regard to this it would appear that 
the brown and-blue eyes are more sub- 
ject to strain, more easily weakened 
than the sturdier grey eye, 

Germans are noted for their fair 
hair and blue eyes. Tt is a national 
characteristic, while Mngland is cred- 
ited with having more citizens with 
grey eyes than any other color. The 
French, Spanish and [Italian races are 
credited with’ having darker eyes. 
However, the climate in which they 
life, environment, and many other 
things have much to do with the 
strength or weakness of the visual 
organ, regardless of shape or color. 


GEORGE'S SPCEC 
INDICATES THAT 
HE HAS PREVAILED 


Has Secured Right to Proceed 
With Plans—Ratified at 
Cabinet _ Meeting—Conser- 
vatives Prepare for Election 


London, Oct 24.—Right Hon. David 
Lloyd George has created the great- 
est surprise in- giving fuller details of 
the government land scheme. The lines 
of his speech yesterday indicate that 
he has prevailed in the cabinet and has 
overcome the moderate section in se- 
curing the right to pursue his own 
plans in his own way. The completed 
plans were ratified at last Thursday's 
cabinet. meeting and’ this, it js said, 
presages a general election earlier than 
1915 when, normally, the government 
would appeal to the country with home 
rule, Welsh disestablishment and elec- 
toral reform achieved. 

The liberals -do not believe — that 
home rule will be’ Sacrificed on. the 
land reform altar, but the unionists’ 
electoral organizers) are. considering 
prompt election propositions, The 
most sweeping proposals consisting of 
the creatino of a land ministry te take 
over the duties of the existing agricul- 
tural boards, the treasury’s land valua- 
tion work, the local government 
board's housing work and_ generally 
handling all land questions, are fore- 
casted, as well as a guaranteed mini- 
mum wage and afforestation. The 
whole scheme aims at securing the 
fullest state control of the existin® 
monopoly. ; 

In reaffirming his proposals last night 
Lloyd George described the scheme of 
colonization as not for Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, but for Great Britain,

Is Ctto 
Rudolph a degenerate type more valuable 
as an object of study in a hospital for 
the criminal insane than as an Inmate of 
one of the country’s penttentlaries ?
